that citizenship and to return to 
the United States to assume his 
duties.” 

The death-tax cases had been 
argued twice before the court.

Facts in Two Cases at Issue. 

The New York-Colorado case in- 
volved the question of whether New 
York could collect an estate tax 
on securities held in trust for a 
New Yorker by the Denver Na- 
tional Bank. The State sought 
to collect $36,716 on the estate of 
Mrs. Katherine H. Brown, who 
died in 1931 while a resident of New 
York. She had established a $265,- 
767 trust in 1924 while a resident 
of Denver. Colorado already has 
collected a $15,653 transfer tax. 

In the Alabama-Tennessee case, 
Alabama sought to collect a $2202 
assessment on securities owned by 
Mrs. Grace C. Scales of Nashville, 
Tenn., who died in 1936. The se- 
curities were held in trust by the 
Guarantee Loan & Trust Co. of 
Birmingham.

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GOV. STARK’S APPEAL. 


Missouri’s fighting Governor made one of the most 
vigorous speeches in his career yesterday, at a mass 
meeting sponsored by the Metropolitan Church Fed- 
eration, at the Third Baptist Church, St, Louis. 

Gov. Stark has the crooks, gangsters and rack- 
eteers on the run on every front, but it is plain he 
has no illusions as to the scope of his achievements 
to date. Boss Tom Pendergast has gone to prison, 
many of his motley horde have deserted the sinking 
ship, but.the possibilities of a comeback remain s0 
long as two conditions exist, the Governor pointed 
out: the machine’s continued power to keep “the 
boys” out of jail, and its power to provide jobs. 

The Governor's police bill is vital in breaking the 
power of bossism. The Senate this week is the bat- 
tleground of what Mr. Stark calls “the greatest moral 
issue which has confronted the people of Missouri in 
our generation.” Hence his appeal to the citizens to 
continue their vigilance unrelaxed, to write their 
Senators and insist that the all-essential emergency 
clause be preserved. If the fight is not pushed to 
a victorious finish, the Governor predicts, Pender- 
gast’s henchmen will use the Kansas City police “to 
steal another election in 1940.” 

“The issue is drawn,” says the Governor. “The 
issue is clear. He (every Senator) will vote ejther 
for crime or against crime. He will vote either for 
Pendergastism or against Pendergastism.” 

Gov. Stark called on every hearer within the range 
of his voice—and the broadcast blanketed the State— 
to find out at once how his Senator stands on this 
crucial issue, to bring the irresistible power of public 
opinion to bear upon the faint of heart and the craven 
tools of the machine in the upper chamber. 

A two-thirds majority is needed to put the emer- 
gency clause into effect. It is for this that the 
Governor now battles. It is for this that he calls 
upon “all Missourians, of whatever faith or creed or 
political belief, to join in a common resolve—‘It must 
not happen again.’” 

The power of the people can defeat the power of 
the machine. It can make its voice heard above the 
tumult of the Senate debate. It can issue a stern 
mandate to every Senator for a vote that will end the 
bribery and corruption, the crime and vice, of which 
Pendergastism has long been a brazen symbol. This 
is the power than can destroy bossism in Missouri.

This ratio would increase 
as “net wealth” increased until a man with

to lend $31,000, a man with $1,000,000 would 


be required to lend $206,950, and a man with 
$5,000,000 would be required to lend $1,706,- 
950. Fines and jail sentences are provided 
for recalcitrants who do not lend the amount 
assessed.

It is 
thus plain that the framers of this legisla- 
tion are at least more nearly aware than 
were the framers of the confiscatory war- 
time tax bill that “net wealth” does not 
grow on bushes, but is occasionally repre- 
sented by land, buildings, factories or even 
assets as difficult to liquidate in a crisis as 
business good will. 

It is obvious that in a modern war the 
nation will “conscript” plenty of wealth in 
one way or another. In the last war, Amer- 
ican citizens lent the Government more than 
$16,900,000,000 in addition to paying high tax 
rates on ordinary income and higher rates 
on “excess profits.” This represented a large 
percentage of the national income, but the 
object then was, if possible, to carry on the 
war with the least possible disruption of the 
economic structure, 

The Government exercised the right to di- 
rect industrial enterprise toward the primary 
end of winning the war and often acted in 
effect to confiscate, at least temporarily, en- 
terprises which were regarded as non-essen- 
tial. That would be done again. Taxes 
would be drastically high and; if the war 
lasted longer than a few weeks, the control 
of most economic activity would as a matter 
of course go over to the Government. 

But what has this necessary centraliza- 
tion of effort to do with a proposal to force 
the liquidation of property in order to force 
arbitrary loans to the Government?* The 
folly of this plan is demonstrated by apply- 
ing it to an actual situation. It is not clear 
what Josh Lee means by “net wealth,” but 
the assumption is that he means some fair 
valuation of the property of citizens and 
corporations,

He 
puts the issue this bluntly: “The 
private financial system as at pres- 
ent constituted does not work. It 
has, accordingly, to be _ supple- 
mented by vast amounts of Federal 
‘credit which make up in some 
measure, but inadequately, for the 
difficulties in the existing system 
of private finance. Use of the Fed- 
eral credit by providing relief, and 
by taking care of certain necessary 
social requirements through public 
works in a limited field, does keep 
the economic machinery of the 
jwuntry running, but it is not a 
permanent solution. There is al- 
ways the danger that an economy 
so organized will reach the end of 
its tether. We should be getting 
about the process of reorganization 
now”. 

Why not? Because “unless there 
is some distortion such as that 
which might be caused by a gen- 
eral war... the next major down- 
turn of the business cycle (due in 
any case within four or five years) 
might present all the factors for an 
explosive situation. ...In any event 
the next decade will, I think, prob- 
ably force a showdown.”

BRITTON SAYS ROAD FUND

$600,000 More Collected in First 
Four Months Than Last Year, 
He Points Out, 
With State road fund receipts for 


the first four months of this year

TOKYO, May 29 (AP).—Domei, 
Japanese news agency, reported to- 
day from Hsinking, Manchoukuo, 
that Japanese forces had downed 42 
“Mongol” airplanes in the vicinity 
of Lake Bor, while losing only one, 
The plot of the Japanese plane 
that was shot down saved himself 
with his parachute.

BERGDOLL DECLARES 
HS LOVE FOR U.S. 


Returned Because Time In- 
creased His Appreciation of 
Free Country, He Says. 


NEW YORK, May 29 (AP).—Gro- 
ver Cleveland Bergdoll, World War 
draft dodger, proclaimed his love 
for the United States today and ex- 
pressed a hope that he would have 
an. opportunity sometime to show 
that he could be a “worthwhile part 
of this country.” 

Bergdoll, who finally surrendered 
to military authorities when he re- 
turned from Germany last week 
after 19 years of exile, sent out a 
plea from his cell on Governor’s 
Island that the public treat him, 
“as a matter of fairness,” as _ it 
would any other prisoner “who is 
taking his punishment.” 

In a four-page statement, issued 
through his attorney, Harry Wein- 
berger, the man who became noto- 
rious as the country’s No, 1 “slack- 
er” denied emphatically that he had 
offered his services to Germany 
during the war. “I was a conscien- 
tious objector at the time of the 
draft,” he said, 

“What Free Country Means.” 

Bergdoll said he had returned 
voluntarily to face a five-year jail 
sentence “because time has only 
increased my appreciation of what 
a free country really means.” 

“It was only when I realized that 
some of my children were approach- 
ing school age,” he said, “that I 
knew poignantly that I wanted 
them to go to free schools, free 
from hate and free from religious 
hatred, free from regimentation and 
free in a democracy dedicated to 
liberty.” 

At the same t iem he emphasized 
that “nothing in Germany or Eu- 
rope had anything to do” with his 
desire to return. 

“No one in Germany expected 
war and as an American citizen, I 
would not have been drafted,” he 
said. 

Paying the Penalty. 

Suggesting that some: of his crit- 
ics compare his plight with that of 
Edward Everett Hale’s “The Man 
Without a Country,” although he re- 
peated that he was a “native born 
American citizen,” Bergdoll said: 

“For all my faults of youth I have 
paid and am continuing to pay the 
penalty.”

McKittrick Sues to Oust 142 Risk Firms

ers all premiums collected in ex- 
cess of rates authorized by the 
1922 order. 

To find the companies guilty of 
violating the laws or Missouri 
and to forfeit their corporate char- 
ters ousting them from business, 
or to fine the companies in au 
amount deemed proper by the Su- 
preme Court. 

In charging that the companies 


per cent increase from 1930 to 1935, 
and the modified increase since 
November, 1935, McKittrick took 
the position that under Missouri 
law no fire insurance rate increase 
could be put into effect until and 
unless approved by the State In- 
surance superintendent. 

The companies filed the schedule 


December, 1929, and forced it into 
effect under Federal District Court 
temporary injunctions’ effective 
June 1,1930. Before legal service in 
the suit was obtained on Joseph B. 
Thompson, then Insurance Superin- 
tendent, Thompson denied the in- 
crease. This order of denial was 
appealed to the State courts by 74 
companies not represented in the 
Federal Court litigation. 


Denies Federal Jurisdiction. 

McKittrick contended that under 
the law requiring the Superintend- 
ent’s approval before an increase 
could be granted, the Federal Court 
was without jurisdiction, and ex- 
ceeded its authority “in attempting 
to permit” the insurance companies, 
through the injunctions, to collect 
“an insurance rate which had been 
denied by the Superintendent of 
Insurance.” 
Charges of bribery and conspir- 
acy on the part of the companies 
named as defendants were 
sprinkled through virtually all of 
the Attorney-General’s allegations 
of law violation which were as fol- 
lows: 

That prior to May 18, 1935 (the 
date of the compromise agree- 
ment), the companies entered in- 
to a conspiracy to cheat the pol- 
icyholders and the State of Mis- 
souri of $7,834,656 by bribing 
O'Malley to procure the compro- 
mise awarding the companies 
80 per cent of the impounded 
excess premiums. The policy- 
holders got the other 20 per 
cent, 

That the conspiracy included 
payments to Pendergast and oth- 
ers, and with the intent of having 
Pendergast “and others” influ- 
ence O'Malley. 

That the companies separately 
and collectively, unlawfully paid, 
or agreed to pay, $750,000 to 
O'Malley, Pendergast and others, 
in consideration of O’Malley ap- 
proving the compromise. (Pen- 
dergast first agreed with Street 
on a $500,000 price for his ap- 
proval of the compromise, but 
Street later increased the agreed 
amount to $750,000, in the effort 
to speed action. Only $440,000 
was paid to the Boss up to Street’s 
death early in 1938, and nothing 
was paid to him thereafter.) 


Calis O’Malley Order Illegal. 


That an order issued by O’Mal- 
ley on May 21, 1935, granting the 
companies four-fifths of-the 16 2-3 
per cent increase, which order 
O’Malley attempted to make retro- 
active to June 1, 1930, when the 
litigation began, was illegal “be- 
cause procured by conspiracy, 
bribery and fraud.” 

That by reason of “all the above 
and foregoing acts, criminal, 
fraudulent or otherwise,” the 
companies had converted to their 
own use the property of policy- 
holders, and that by reason of 
the facts charged the companies 
had misused and abused their 
charter franchises and privileges, 
and had usurped franchises and 
privileges not granted by their 
charters. 

Court Takes Jurisdiction. * 

The Supreme Court assumed juris- 
diction of the ouster proceeding 
after the filing of the petition. 
Under the usual procedure the next 
step will be to appoint a specia! 
commisisoner to conduct hearings, 
and to make recommendations to 
the Court. 

The petition does not name as 
defendants the 74 other stock fire 
insurance companies involved in a 
State court suit over the 162-3 per 
cent increase, in which the Supreme 
Court held the companies had not 
legally collected the Increase dur- 
ing the litigation, dismissed their 
petition for review of Thompson's 
order in 1930 denying the increase, 
and ordered the $1,786,000 impound- 
ed in the case refunded to the 
policyholders. The refund has been 
held up until the Legislature ap- 
propriates funds for the insurance 
department to pay expenses of re- 
turning the money to the policy- 


holders. 


McKittrick Explains Purpose of In- 
surance Ouster Suit. 

Attorney-General McKittrick in 
explaining the purpose of the suit, 
said today: ‘ 

“The quo warranto proceeding 
filed in the Supreme Court by me 
today has no connecti@n whatever 
with any fire insurance rate litiga- 
tion now pending in the three- 
Judge Federal Court at Kansas 
City, Mo.

“Superintendent Hyde's order of 
1922 reduced the fire insurance 
rates of Missouri 10 per cent. Aft- 
er the order was finally upheld by 
the courts in 1929, the companies 
soon thereafter put in force a rate 
increase of 16 2-3 per-cent, which 
increase was disapproved by the 
then Superintendent of Insurance. 
This was the basis of the litigation 
which was later compromised by 
R. E. O'Malley. 

Illegal Excess Premiums. 

“The compromise settlement not 

only gave the companies 80 per 
cent of the excess premiums illegal- 
ly collected under the 16 2-3 per 
cent increase, $10,000,000 of which 
was impounded int he Federal 
Court, but was the basis of an or- 
der by O’Malley giving the com- 
panies a new rate that was approx- 
imately 8 per cent above the rates 
ordered by Superintendent Hyde or 
approximately half of the 16 2-3 
per cent increase, 
“The further purpose of this quo 
warranto action is to recover for 
the policyholders not only, the $8,- 
000,000 impounded funds that had 
been paid to the insurance com- 
panies by reason of the fraudulent 
compromise, but also all of the 
premiums collected by the com- 
panies under the higher rate fixed 
by O’Malley. This excess has 
amounted to nearly $1,250,000 a year 
or a total of approximately $5,000,- 
000 since the compromise was put 
in force in 1935, 

“The quo warranto action seeks, 
therefore, to get back for the 
policyholders a total of approxi- 
mately $13,000,000 which, in my 
opinion, has been unlawfully tak- 
en from them, 

Would Reinstate Lower Rate. 


“It is also the purpose of this 
action to prohibit the collection of 
the rate fixed by O’Malley on the 
basis of the compromise and to 
reinstate fhe lower rates fixed 
by the Hyde order of 1922, which 
would save the policyholders of 
Missouri a total of about $1,250,- 
000 a year. 

“Also, this action affords the 
Supreme Court of our State the op- 
portunity of finding the companies 
in such sum as it may deem fair 
and proper as a penalty for violat- 
ing the laws of Missouri.”

Morris, chairman of the associa- 
tion’s finance committee, testified 
that as a result of a recent Su- 
preme Court decision the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue may 
levy on a tax on the profits accru- 
ing both to the’ absorbed company 
and to that company’s stockholders 
in a merger. 

Morris was the first non-official 
witness to testify before the com- 
mittee on tax revision.

Speculating on whether levies on 
both the company and the stock- 
holders would not diminish the 
number of reorganizations, and, 
therefore, decrease the total Gov- 
ernment tax return from mergers, 
he said: 

“The more onerous it is to get a 
marriage license, the fewer legal 
marriages you have.” 

Mitchell B. Carroll of New York, 
counsel for the National Foreign 
Trade Council, Inc., asked the com- 
mittee to remove what he called 
“indirect restrictions” on corpora- 
tions operating in foregin trade. 
One such restriction, he asserted, 
resulted from the undistributed 
profits tax and prevented domestic 
concerns from obtaining full cred- 
its for the taxes they must pay for-

SOVIET ISSUES 
ORDER TO RESTRICT 
SIZE OF GARDENS 


Government Says Collective 
Farmers Neglect General In- 
terest to Work Own Plots. 


MOSCOW, May 29 (AP).—A de- 
cree aimed at “counterfeit. collec- 
tive farmers” was issued yesterday 
by Joseph Stalin and Premier Molo- 
tov. The purpose is to restrict 
the size of private garden plots. 

Unscrupulous collective farm 
members, the decree said, have been 


resorting to trickery in order to 
increase the size of their individual 
plots, and some have devoted their 
entire time to cultivation of their 
own ground to the neglect of col- 
lective interests. 

The result, it charged, has been 
an artificial labor shortage. 

Some workers were accused of 
having been able to take so much 
additional land they have begun 
selling or leasing it. 

The new edict made such a prac- 
tice a crime and provided for pun- 
ishment of collective farm chairmen 
and other responsible officials. 

It ordered measurement of all 
household garden plots and demand- 
ed that wherever they exceed the 
legal limit—varying from about half 
an acre in fertile areas to two and 
one-half acres in arid sections— 
the surplus land shall be added to 
the collective fields. 

Henceforth, collective farmers 
may work for themselves only after 
working for the community. | 

If this should lead to a surplus 
of workers, each collective farm 
must consider migration of its extra 
men to other areas.

Dear Mrs, Post: 

AM a clergyman and my fian- 
| cee is very active in the work 

of another church, She will, of 
course, become a member of my 
church after we are married. Mean- 
while the invitations to our wed- 
ding are of chief concern to both 
of us. I feel that my entire con- 
gregation should be invited to my 
wedding in her church, and she 
in turn feels that all the members 
of her church should be invited, 
too. The list of names to receive 
engraved invitations adds up to a 
figure that is almost prohibitive 
because of the expense. Will you 
tell us if people could be invited 
in a more general way. 
Answer: Under circumstances 
such as you prescribe, it would be 
entirely proper to issue the invi- 
tations yourself in your own 
church, to all members of your 
congregation, and to have the same 
invitation given * your fiancee’s 
church by her clergyman. If there 
is one, it would be possible to print 
this invitation in the church cal- 
endar instead of giving it verbally 
from the pulpit. Engraved invita- 
tions of any kind will not even 
be necessary if, in addition to these 
general invitations, your fiancee 
also invites very intimate friends 
and nearest relatives verbally to a 
small reception or breakfast, or 
whatever you are having after the 
ceremony.

F EVER the Green-Eyed Mon-

analyzing. Because if you're jeal- 
ous, it’s probably your own fault. 

Jealousy is a character weak- 
ness, says Dr. Olga Knopf, New 
York psychiatrist who is authority 
for these statements, and it can be 
cured, just as selfishness can be, 
if the individual tries. But most 
people won’t make the effort, she 
thinks. 

The jealous individual may think 
jealousy indicates great and undy- 
ing love. Love doesn’t have a thing 
to do with it, says our authority. 

The best way to start. fighting 
the dragon is to understand what 
kind of a beast the dragon it. Dr. 
Knopf says there are two kinds of 
jealousy—specific and general. 

If you flare up only when you 
See Mrs. Jones, who you imagine 
is an object of your husband's at- 
tention, you suffer from specific 
Jealousy. 

General jealousy is different. A 
variety of people or circumstances 
may make you jealous. That kind 
of jealousy, says the doctor, is 
nething but possessiveness. 

If you're jealous because your 
husband goes out to play poker; or 
because he pays attention to every- 
one but you at parties; or because 
he doesn’t tell you what’s on his 
mind, the real reason for your un- 
happiness is that you want him to 

his whole nature with you. 

Heaven forbid, says Dr. Knopf. 


“It would be a calamity if you 
should know another person's eV- 


ery move before he makes it.” 

And here’s another bit to make) 
a jealous individual think twice. | 
Says Dr. Knopf, “Jealousy is often| 
a cover for the individual’s own| 
weaknesses.” Meaning that if! 
you’re the kind of husband who| 
keeps a wary eye on his wife to be| 
sure she isn’t flirting, it’s because 
you are stifling a yearning for a 
little flirtation yourself. 


Dr. Knopf has found that an in- 
dividual rarely is jealous of a per- 
son like himself. An older woman 
usually is jealous of a younger, for 
instance, a homely man of a hand- 
some one, an uneducated man of 
an educated one. 

Once the jealous person recog- 
nizes what’s wrong, he can cure 
himself by developing his own per- 
sonality. What he particularly 
needs is self-confidence. If he can 
make himself a good bridge player, 
for instance, he’s not so likely to 
worry if his rival is skilled in some 
other field. 

Of course, some jealousy is jus- 
tifiable—where the facts indicate 
one of the couple isn’t playing the 
game. But even then, it’s not too 
late for self-analysis. 

Study the situation, advises Dr. 
Knopf, and see what the rival has 
to offer that you haven't. Chances 
are, husband or wife has turned 
away from home because of the
